If yes,
please specify all agency decisions, findings, and/or actions in which Mr. Bernhardt
was personally involved.

Was Deputy Secretary David Bernhardt personally involved in negotiations with the
Westlands Water District or the San Luis & Delta Mendota Water Authority over
cost-sharing agreements for the expansion of Shasta Dam, prior to August 2018?

Were there any specific matters involving the Westlands Water District that
David Bernhardt has been recused from during his time as Deputy Secretary
of the Interior, or during his time as Secretary of the Interior? If yes, please
identify all specific matters for which Mr. Bernhardt was recused.
